PRISONERS’ MUTINY. 


Bloody Affray at the Kansas Prison 
Farm. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LEAVENWORTH (Kan.,) July 28.— 
While a gang of thirty prisoners in the 
United States penitentiary at Fort 
Leavenworth were being worked on the 
prison farm this evening, a mutiny 
broke out among them. At a signal 
from George East, an Indian Territory 
desperado, the men broke for a corn- 
field. The guards commenced firisg 
with shotguns, and all the prisoners 
but three surrendered. East was shot 
six times before he gave up. He is 
fatally wounded. Sam Mills and S. 
Dove were also badly, but not fatally 
wounded before they were run down. 

When the bloody prisoners were run 
into the penitentiary yard, where 200 
convicts were breaking rocks, there 
was an ugly demonstration and a sec- 
ond attempt at mutiny. The guards 
were about to fire into the convicts 
when Warden Franch appeared and 
by paca and firmness quieted the 
revolt. 


PEIROLA’S MESSAGE. 


A Hopeful View Taken of Affairs 
in Pera. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


LIMA (Peru,) (via Galveston) July 
28.—The Peruvian Congress was opened 
today, and President Peirola sent in 
his first annual message. The Presi- 
dent reports that the relations of Peru 
with foreign powers are friendly. He 
expresses the hope that the disputed 
title to the territory of Tacna and Ar. 
ica, which involves claims by Chile, 
Bolivia and Peru, will soon be arranged 
satisfactorily. The Dreifus claim, he 
says, will be submitted to an arbi- 
trator. The message announces that 
the republic is prosperous, and that 
the outlook for its future is hopeful.

Samuel McKinney was 
also saved by Wilkinson. After as- 
sisting in other rescues, Wilkinson 
heard a cry for help from up _ the 
stream, and, notwithstanding the ex- 
treme hazard attached to the attempt, 
the brave fellow made the effort “to 
swim across with a rope. hen about 
half way over a log struck 
head and broke his neck. 
was found several hundred yards be- 
low the place in a tree. 

Clyde Beatty was another hero of the 
disaster who lost his life. He made 
strenuous efforts to save Margaret Mc- 
Kinney and Jennie Holmes, and had 
been lodged in a tree, when a wave 
came along and swept all three to 
death. Beatty had several opportuni- 
ties to save himself, but refused to 
leave his weaker companions. Those 
of the unfortunate party who were res- 
cued were taken from the branches of 
trees and parts of the wrecked house. 
Those who lost their lives were either 
crushed in the wreckage or knocked 
insensible by rapidly-floating logs, 
making them an easy prey for the rag- 
ing torrent. The bodies have all been 
recovered. 

Wright, the colored livery man, while 
attempting to drive across a bridge at 
Murray Hill, was caught by the high 
waters of nmr og Creek, near Carne- 

ie, and drowned, 

“ At Braddock, hail caused great dam- 
age, and when the storm reached Tur- 
tle Creek it assumed the awful propor- 
tions of a cyclone, doing untold damage.

THE BANKERS’ PLAN. 


No Doubt of Its Success, Says the 
New York Herald. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PR=SS WIRE) 

NEW YORK, July 28.—Referring te 
the plan to check gold exports, devised 
by the committee of foreign bankers 
and unanimously agreed to by the 
members of that committee, the Her~ 
ald this morning says: — 

“The attitude of the bankers toward 
these customers, it is said, will be to 
simply assure them that there will be 
an abundant supply of bills in the mar 
ket at low rates. Through discounting 
their own paper and establishing cred- 
its abroad to draw against, the inter- 
national houses will bé able to keep 
the exchange rates at a figure that wilh 
make gold exportation an expensive 
transaction. 

“Although officials of the banks who 
deposited with the sub-treasury to re- 
store the reserve disclaim any connec- 
tion with the foreign bankers, it is gen- 
erally admitted that the success of the 
one was made dependent upon the ac- 
tion of the other. Many of the. bank 
presidents would not have parted with 
their gold had they not been assured 
that the foreign houses would arrange 
some plan whereby the metal might 
be retained in the country. They saw 
no use of paying it into the treasury, if 
it were to be as promptly withdrawn, 
and in consequence the foreign bank- 
ers’ action was a necessity. 

“There has been considerable discus- 
sion as to the amount of exchange that 
will be necessary to tide over the m- 
terval of depression resulting from the 
agitation of the election. It may be 
$15,000,000, and it may—and probably 
will—be more. While the period that 
is considered necessary to make provi- 
sion for is set down at sixty days, it is 
understood that, if the supply of cotton 
and grain bills in the market be not 
sufficient to adjust affairs within that 
time, then the pool will continue in op- 
eration for a longer period. The inten- 
tion is to offset any sudden panic

The foreman said that they were not 
unanimous upon that point, But His 
Lordship repeated his explanation and 
the jury consulted. together for about 
three minutes and rendered a verdict 
of guilty, Dr. Jameson and his co-de- 
fendants were apparently unmoved. 
Sir Edward Clarke asked the Court’s 
} disposition to move for a new trial. 
When the judges returned Sir Bdward 
Clarke said that, in view of the ver- 
dict rendered, the defendants refused 
to instruct for a new trial and ex- 
pressed a desire to settle the case now. 
In passing sentence, Lord Russell 
said that the verdict was given on evi- 
dence which no reasonable man would 
be able to disregard. All the defend- 
ants, he added, were men of posi- 
tion and intelligence. holding positions 
under the Queen, and their crime had 
the gravest consequences, including 
death tO some and injury to others, 
and what the future consequences of 
their crime would be, no one was yet 
able to foretell, Continuing, the Lord 
Chief Justice said that of all who took 
part in the raid the court must dis- 
tinguish between them in the punishy 
ment awarded for their guilt.

YOUNG STETSON’S DEATH. 


Circumstances Leading Up to it Re- 
lated in Court. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—The in- 
quest for the determination of the man- 
ner in which Albert L. Stetson met his 
death was begun this morning. Dr. 
J. H. Farrell testified that he was sum- 
moned at 1:30 o’clock, by Miss Head 
and Charles Hug. He found Stetson 
lying with his. feet near the fireplace 
and a pistol near his waist. In reply 
to.a question, Farrell stated that a 


_ little blood was noticed about the fin- 


-gers of Miss Head, but only about the 
finger nails. ; 

Charles Hug then told how he, Sam- 
uels and Stetson had met in a saloon, 
dined together and afterward attended 
a performance at the Orpheum. Then 
they went to the Columbia Café for 
supper. Hug said that Stetson seemed 
nervous. The witness testified that 
when he saw Stetson after the shoot- 
ing. Stetson was fully dressed. The 
bed in Webster’s rooms seemed not to 
have been occupied for months. 

Dr. George M. Terrell, who had also 
been called in after the shooting, testi- 
fied that the ailment from which it 
was said Stetson suffered, cirrhosis of 
the liver, was usually due to alcholic 
excess and might cause dejection. 

There was a stir when the next wif- 
ness, Frederick R. Webster was an- 
nounced. Well-groomed and _ cdlm, 
Webster gave his testimony without 
agitation. He had known Stetson for 
some years and had been very friendly 
with him, but had never given him the 
entré to his rooms . 

“Miss Head, however, had the privi- 
lege of entering the rooms?” suggested 
juror. 

“Yes,” coolly replied Webster, ‘‘Her 
own rooms are just below. Mine had 
conveniences for keeping a dog, ard I 
thought she might desire to keep one, 
and-so, on going to England, I gave 
her my keys.”’ 

“What were the relations between 
Miss Head and Stetson?’’ 

“Friendly, I suppose. They often 
spoke of each other to me.” 

“You would not have approved of 
their going to your rooms together?” 

“Certainly not.” 

Mrs. Summerville, a friend of Miss 
Head, told how she had gone to the 
Orpheum with Miss Head. She was 
asked by a juror to raise her heavy 
veil, but declined to do so. She told 
of Stetson exhibiting his pistol and 
her refusal to sit near him until the 
cartridges were removed. After supper 
at the café Hug escorted her home af- 
ter midnight. 

F. S. Samuels, who was with Hug 
and Stetson on the evening before the 
millionaire’s son died a violent death, 
corroborated the stories told by Hug 


and Mrs. Summerville. 


Amy A. Head was an _ interesting 


- witness. She wore a jaunty navy-blue 


walking suit, with a yellow straw hat 
She spoke 
rapidly, but appeared to be quite self- 
possessed. 

After telling of her presence at the 
Orpheum, Miss Head said Stetson came 
to the box. 

Witness said: “How do you do, Al? 


- You are not looking well.” Stetson re- 


plied: “Oh, I’ve been boozing, and am 
all broke up.” Miss Head then ‘told 
of the supper at the café and how she 
induced Stetson to remove all cart- 
ridges from his pistol but one. She 
said: “Is this not a five-shooter? Where 
is the other cartridge?” Then Stetson 
answered: “Oh, that’s all right,” and 
put the pistol back in his pocket.” 
The witness told the same story she 


has already given to the police and to 


the newspapers. She told her story 
mechanically. and glibly, as if she 
had committed it to memory. She 
seemed not a bit perturbed at her sit- 
uation, and acted as if used to parry- 
ing words with men. Miss Head's nar- 
rative to the jury comprised a vivid 
story of a night in San Francisco. 

It told of a ng man of wealth, 
unfortunately rendered sick and nery- 
ous on a trip of pleasure with the wo- 
man who was the narrator of the 
‘story. When the supper party broke 
“up, Miss Head said Stetson volunteered 
to see her home. The witness said she 
‘must first go to Fred Webster’s room

After being out forty-five minutes the 
jury returned a verdict that Stetson 
came to his death as the result of a 
gunshot wound inflicted by himself dur- 
ing temporary aberration. 


A SUSPICIOUS CHARACTER. 


The Nevada City Posse Arrests a 
Painter Named Johnson. 

NEVADA CITY, July 28.—Most of the 
large number of armed men who went 
out yesterday afternoon to hunt the 
partner of the highwayman killed by 
Sheriff Douglass, have’ returned. No 
trace was found of him. All bridges 
and other crossings were guarded all 
night, but nobody appeared. A painter 
named Johnson has been a ted here 
on suspicion. He had been here about 
@ month. Yesterday he borrowed a 
pistol to go out to look for the outlaw, 
and afterward said he was going to 
North Bloomfield to do a job of paint- 
ing. When the posse was miles from 
town Johnson met some of the parties, 
told them he had been stopped by a 
man a short distance above, and or- 
dered to turn around and go back. 

He notified the men where it hap- 
pened, and soon about sixty mem were 
drawn up in a skirmish line.and were 
beating through the brush, Johnson 
going with them. Nothing was seen of 
the man describef, and the officers 
finally concluded he was misleading 
them for the purpose of giving the real 
desperado a chance to get out of the 
country. Johnson acted so queerly that 
he was arrested. It is supposed he 
knows something about the actions of 
the man who was killed by Sheriff 
Douglass and of the one who made his 
escape. 

C. Meyers, the dead robber, was the 
adopted son of Theodore Winters, a 
prominent horseman. 


OTHER PARTICULARS. 


GRASS VALLEY, July 28.—Last night 
hundreds of men scoured the hills in the 
vicinity of where Sheriff Douglass lost 
his life Sunday, without avail. The as- 
sassin accomplice of the dead robber 
had fully fifteen hours leeway of the 
posse and made good his e e, pos- 
sibly never to be detected. The only 


is furnished by John Blamoy, a’bus man 
between here and Nevada City, who 
met the dead robber and supposed ac- 
complice near Gold Flat last Thursday 
or Friday. Blamoy says he is a stout, 
heavy-set man, 5 feet 10 inches in height, 
with a full, round face, dark hair, and 
brown moustache. He wore a dark- 
check coat and probably weighs 170 
pounds. 

The inquest on the dead robber con- 
tinued until about midnight last night. 
The only particularly new testimony 
was given by Mr. Dean, who lives 100 
yards from where the shooting 
curred. He says that about 4 o’clock 
Sunday he heard two pistol shots fired 
simultaneously. After a lapse of half 
a minute he heard another shot, much 
louder and more distinct, as if from a 
rifle. Undoubtedly the first two shots 
were fired by the Sheriff with deadly 
effect at the robber, and the third shot 
soos by Dean was fired by an accom- 
plice. 
but Dean says he paid little attention to 
the shooting, as hunters are continually 
in the neighborhood, and there might 
have been more shots fired. This testi- 
mony. strengthens the theory very ma- 
terially that Douglass was shot by a 
third party. 

The bullets went clear through each 
of the dead men and the wounds are 
such as to make it impossible to deter- 
mine whether one was killed by a pis- 
tol and the other by a rifle or not. 

Marshal Getchell last night arrested 
a painter at Nevada City known as 
“Sleepy”? Johnson, a recent arrival from 
Marysville, thinking he might possibly 
be the accomplice. Several times he 
had thrown the officers off guard, and 
was first on the scene after the discov- 
ery of the dead bodies by Deputies Nea- 
gle and McGrath. Last night he said 
that while on the way to Bloomfield he 
was met by an armed man whom he 
believed to be an accomplice of the rob- 
ber, and was ordered by him to turn 
back to Nevada City. He says he did 
so with all haste. His actions were re- 
garded with suspicion and caused his 
arrest, but there is not sufficient evi- 
dence to hold him, and he will soon be 
liberated. 

Today at noon Deputy Sheriff Pa&coe 
left for Gold Run, having a suspicion 
that the escaping assassin crossed over 
the hills to that locality. The neople 
of Nevada City and Grass Valley are 
much wrought up over the killing of 
Sheriff Douglass, and there will be a 
lynching in case his slayer is captured. 
The dead robber has been identified by 
M. L. and Sherman Marsh, lumbdermen, 
as having worked for them last May. 
Also by Robert tta, a liverman, 
who was held up by a highwayman, and 
many others who had seen him in vari- 
ous parts of Nevada county. -It is be- 
lieved he is an ex-convict who served 
three years in Nevada State Prison. 

The dead highwayman stole the rifle 
he had with him from Fred Fogerskag 
of Penn Valley, eight miles below here, 
several weeks ago. An inquest is in 
progress over the Sheriff’s remains. 
The inquest on the déad robber went 


| over till tomorrow night. 


The funeral of the Sheriff will take 
place at Nevada City tomorrow. The 
flag over the courthouse is at half-mast, 
and gloom is cast over the whole of 
Nevada county. A fund has been 
started to erect a monument to the. 
bravery of Sheriff Douglass, and ‘also 
for Sheriff William Pascoe, whv met 
death in a similar manner, running 
down the notorious Fredericks in this 
city three years ago. 

The Native Sons of Grass Valley have 
Chartered a special train to attend a 
funeral at Nevada City tomorrow, and 
business houses will all close out of re- 
spect to the memory of the. Sheriff. 


THE VICTIM IDENTIFIED. 


NEVADA, July 28.—Policeman Gib- 
son arrived this morning, and posi- 
tively identified the highwayman, 
Meyer, who was killed Sunday by the 
late Sheriff Douglass, as the man who 
held up Charles Sladky, on the North 

Juan road two weeks ago. 

A message announces the arrest at 
Emigrant Gap of a man answering the 
description of Meyer’s supposed con- 
federate. Under Sheriff Pascoe has’ 
gone there to see the prisoner. City 
Marshal Getchell and Deputy Sheriff 
Nagle have been out all day with 
forces of men, traversing the country 
in every direction, in hopes of finding 
the fugitive, but the chase has so far 
proved fruitless.

FOUR MONTHS OF LIFE. 


The Apparent Limit of Durrant’s 
Stay on Earth. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July ‘28.—The 
case of Theodore Durrant, convicted of 
murdering Blanche Lamont, wentto the 
Supreme Court today. The whole of 
the long transcript of appeal, number- 
ing 2409 pages, bound in three vol- 
umes, has been completed and signed 
by the trial judge, and is now ready 
for presentation before the Supreme 
Court.

How Crops Have Fared in the Past 
Week. 

The climate and crop bulletin of the 
weather bureau for the week ending 
July 27, as. compiled by. 
George E. Franklin, obServer, reports: 

Generally cool, foggy nights and 
clear days prevailed in the coast dis- 
tricts during the past week, where 
light rains occurred in the early part 
of the week which were neither heavy 
enough to do good nor harm, except in 
the northern portion where quite heavy 
rain fell which did some damage to 
hay. No reports have been received 
from the eastern districts for this bul- 
letin, but press reports show that 
thunderstorms, with heavy rains in 
some places, were quite prevalent in 
the mountains of those sections which 
resulted in. replenishing the fast de- 
creasing water supply for irrigation. 
Apricot drying is practically ended; 
beans and mustard are looking well; 
barley threshing continues, the crop 
is below the average but of excellent 
quality. 

San Luis Obispo city—The weather 
has been favorable. The grain harvest 
is about done with good returns. Beans 
and mustard are looking well. Heavy 
rain fell on the 22d, in the southern 
portion of the county, but no damage 
was done to grain. Highest tempera- 
ture, 82 deg.; lowest, 55 deg. 

Santa Barbara county—Goleta: About 
a quarter of an inch of rain fell on 
Wednesday, damaging some hay, but 
helping other crops. The weather still 
continues foggy and all-summer crops 
are looking splendid. 

Ventura county—Pardsdale: The 
weather was warmand dry with occa- 
sional fogs. Beans still look better 
than average but need more fogs. The 
weather is beginning to affect the 
corn crop. West Saticoy: The past 
week was one of much fog and on the 
Zist and 22d a very light rain fell 
which further advanced the bean crop 
that is looking very well. Fruit drying 
is practically over and the quality of 
apricots is better than usual. Highest 
temperature, 84 deg.; lowest, 64 deg. 

Los Angeles county—Los Angeles 
city: A sprinkling rain, too small to 
meagure, fell on the 2ist; the remain- 
der of the week was fair with generally 
cloudy or foggy nights and clear days. 
The temperature was normal or slightly 
in excess the first of the week, but the 
rest of the week showed a deficiency 
as compared with the daily normals. 
The highest temperature was 84 deg.; 
lowest, 57 deg. Pasadena: Cloudy 
weather culminated on the 2ist in a 
light shower which gave 9-100 of an 
inch of rain. The rain was heavy in 
the mountain sections and frequent 
thunderstorms prevailed. The weather 
was cooler the latter part of the week. 
Everything is suffering from the past 
dry winter. 

LAST. WEEK’S LATE REPORTS. 

La Cafiada: The weather was moder- 
ately warm, beneficial to trees and 
crops. Apricots about all gone; berries 
continue to ripen abundantly. High- 
est temperature, 99 deg.; lowest, 55 deg. 
Duarte: There has been but little if any 
change in the weather conditions since 
last report. Highest temperature, 99 | 
deg.; lowest, 61 deg. ’ 

Orange county—Santa Ana: The 
weather was favorable for the last 
of the season’s drying apricots, the 
yield is below the average. Walnuts 
are about en average crop} barley is 
being extensively threshed and while 
the yield is below the average, the 
quality is good. Corn is doing nicely. 
Capistrano: It is difficult to say any- 
thing regarding the crops coming in as 
the change of the weather from one ex- 
treme to another may alter the aspect. 
The outlok at present is for walnuts 
a fair crop; deciduous fruits short 
crop; oranges and lemons short crop; 
corn on land that can be irrigated will 
make a heavy crop. The weather 
keeps foggy in the morning and cool 
at night. Highest temperature, 
deg.; lowest, 68 deg. 

San Diego county—San Diego city: 
The past week was almost a counter- 
part of the previous one, though the 
temperature was not so high. The 
weekly mean temperature was 2 deg. 
above the normal; the highest temper- 
ature was 77 deg, and the lowest 65 
deg. Traces of rain fell for a few 
minutes on the 19th, 2ist and 24th, 
barely wetting the ground. Escondido: 
This section was visited by a shower 
last Sunday morning, accompanied by 
lightning and thunder. 

Los Angeles county reports received 
too lata for body of this bulletin: 

La Cafiada: The weather for the 
past week was favorable for trees, 
vines and vegetables. A light shower 
of rain, amounting to 7-100 of an inch, 
fell on the 2ist. The highest tempera- 
ture was 83 deg.; lowest, 58 deg. Ver- 
dugo: Cooler weather with one or two 
foggy nights during ‘the past week en- 
livened vegtation, but the demand for 
water for irrigating purposes remains. 
Peaches are ripening, but the crop will 
be short, other fruits are much scarcer 
than usual this season.’

VENTURA’S HEALING WATERS. 


The Crystal Fountains and Fruity 
Groves of Our Sister County. 


A lady of this city, who has been en- 
joying a good deal of pleasant idleness 
over in Ventura county, sends The 
Times a well-written but lengthy arti- 
cle on the medicinal springs in the vi- 
cinity of the Matilija. 

Wheeler's Hot Springs are nineteen 
miles as the crow flies from Ventura, 
the San Buenaventura of our affections. 
You can’t find them on a map, for they 
started into existence as a resort for 
pleasure and health seekers this sum- 
mer, They are two and a haif miles 
from Matilija, a permanent camp with 
postoffice and telephone facilities. The 
waters here have been healing dyspep- 
tics and rheumatics for a dozen or more 
years. 

Farther up the South Fork of the 
Matilija the Lyons camp is fixed. Mrs. 
Lyons, the owner of these springs, re- 
sides here, and the tent town, brown and 
blue and white, alights like a flock of 
pigeons about her when the summer 
comes. In front of her house are three 
old broad-spreading fig trees, and a 
dozen or twenty orange trees looking as 
though this native heath was fifteen 
hundred feet above sea-level, and in 
mountain fastnesses. 

Fine-looking fruit is still hanging on 
the branches, and we watched from an 
ivy-wreathed porch a pretty girl with 
sunset hair gather oranges for dinner. 

A row of pepper trees, secondly, I 
think, for shade, and firstly for com- 
panionship to fig and orange trees, lines 
a driveway. 

Wheeler’s camp outrivals both of 
these just mentioned in present achieve- 
ments and future possibilities. The 
basin in which this camp Hes is about 
one-half mile long and one-fourth mile 
wide. Its sides are mountain tops from 
800 to 2000 feet high, green with chapar- 
ral and live oak. 

The stream that flows through this 
narrow valley, has its source miles be- 
yond the camp. Its roadbed is rock- 
paved, and its course is obstructed by 
many giant boulders. It yields here, 
protests there, and battles farther on, 
frolicking over ledges, and resting in 
quiet pcols till at length, as the Sanh 
Buenaventura River, it reaches its eter- 
nity—the sea. 

Willow, svcamore, alder and juniper 
trees overhang the stream, affording a 
cool retreat at all hours of the day. 
fiamrmocks are swung here, and you 
can dream and enjoy sylvan solitude’ 
til! the aborigine within you satis- 
fied and you long again for cities and 
men. 

The sulphur -vater, which is the main 
reason of the teing of this place, flows. 
directly from the mountain side through 
a short wooden firme. into the bath 
tubs. In the tubs it has a tempera- 
ture of 110 dez. 

The owner of the springs has. just 
constructed a cement “plunge,’’ forty 
feet long, by thirty feet wide, and with 
. varying depth of. from five to eight 

eet. 

A plunge filled with warm sulphur 
water, constantly renewed—a stream of 
warm water continually flowing in, and 
one flowing out—is something !uxurious 
for swimmers. 

A grove of young orange trees in 
front of the hotel is thriving splendidly. 

A great pressure of water can be ob- 
tained from the stream, and an enter- 
prising company has offered to put up 
the necessary appliances to furnish 
electricity for light and other domestic 
uses. 

If you are not much of a mountain- 
eer, the stage journey of nineteen miles 
may seem a little arduous, but children 
are equal to it, and are the last to get 
enough of this freedom of the moun- 
tains, and want to go home. 

One section of the camp, composed of 
Los Angeles people, has adopted the 
sounding title of Bottleville, and dis- 
tinguished itself by electing a whole 
set of city officers. 

An ex-chief found clear sailing into 
the chieftainship of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and demonstrated his fitness for 
the place by extinguishing with great 
éclat and a garden hose, an incendiary 
fire in a brush pile. Health Officer. 
Chief of Police, Justice of the Peace and 
various other functionaries found that 
their anpointments were not simply 
honorary. 3

At the City Hall yesterday the Cit 
Auditor completed his department es- 
timates for the current year and his 
estimate of the receipts of the city 
from other sources than a tax levy, 


the whole forming a basis for compu- | 


tation as to the probable tax rate, 
which the Council will fix very soon. 
The Police Commission held its weekly 
meeting, transacting a large amount of 
department business. The City Coun- 
cil met in adjourned session and di- 
rected the clerk to advertise for pro- 
posals to provide furniture for the 
courtroom of the new City Jail. 

At the. Courthouse yesterday Judge 
Van Dyke rendered an opinion dismiss- 
ing the action against the directors 
of Big Rock Creek Irrigation district, 
also the causes of the people against 
Almind and Schilling, Trustees of the 
town of Long Beach. Chela’s exam- 
indtion is in progress; he was seen 
running from the fallen body of Ochoa. 
Lopez is on trial for murder. Two 
criminal complaints were filed; John 
Burke charged with assault with a 
deadly weapon; Ortega said to have 
committed burglary at San Gabriel. 
Thurston had two wives; the latter 
marriage is annulled by Judge York. 
Eleven new citizens were admitted. 
Four. informations were filed. The 
Murphys .want $5000 for damages 
caused by a blast at Broadway and 
Sand streets in 1894. Bennett secured 
bonds yesterday and may enter upon 
the enjoyment of his honeymoon; he 
was.married in the County Jail a few 
months ago.

AUDITOR’S FIGURES 


FORM A BASIS FOR TAX LEVY 
FIGURING. 


The Tax Rate Certain to Be Lower 
Than that of Last Year—Big Grist 
of Business Transacted by the 
Board of Police Commissioners. 


The tax levy for the current year 
is certain to be lower than the rate of 
1895-96. Just how much lower depends 
mainly upon whether the refunding 
bonds of the city can be disposed of, at 
the proper figure. Leaving these bonds 
out of the computation, it can be safely 
calculated that the citizens of Los An- 
geles will have a tax rate of about $1.25 
on the $100 to pay during the current 
fiscal year. 

The basis of this computation is 
found in the City Auditor’s figures, 
completed. yesterday and’ now pub- 
lished in full, for the first time. These 
figures include the Auditor’s «stimate 
of the amount required by each mu- 
nicipal department, his estimate cf the 
city’s income from other sources than 
taxes, and his estimate of the amount 
needed for each fund. These figures 
will be submitted to the Council next 
Monday, and while they :nay suffer 
some revision, any change made cannot 
be other than silght. 

The Auditor estimated that there will 
be required, for the expenses cf the 
city government during the year, $283,- 
858.63. He has cut down the expense 
estimates filed with him by city offi- 
cials, just $17,300. The amount allowed 
each department, by the Auditor with 
the amount asked for by the heads of 
these same departments may be found 
in the following table:

The assessed valuation upon which 
taxes for general purposes, other than 
the payment of bonds, can be levied, 
is, according to the assessment rolls, 
$52,279,042. Subtracting the 
which can be secured from otber 
sources than taxation of property, from 
the total necessary to be had, for the 
entire expense of the city government, 
there is left $667,258.63. e computa- 
tion can easily be made, with these last 
figures, and the assessed valuation ca- 
pable of being taxed, to find out what 
the tax rate will probably be. The re- 
sult of such a computation is that $1.28 
approximately will be the rate. But 
this is quite certain to be cut to $1.25, 
and possibly lower, by the City Council, 
in whose hands the matter finally is 


left.

DIRECTORS OF BIG ROCK CREEK 
MAY STILL OFFICIATE, 


Judge Van Dyke Hands Down Three 
Important Decisions—The First 
Forms Basis for Victory of Long 
Beach Trustees. 


In the action of the people of the 
State of California, upon the accusa- 
tion of L. C. Tilghman, against A. P. 
Wiley, George O. Martin, A. 8S. Kidd 
and S. C. Wilcox, a demurrer to the 
second amended complaint was sus- 
tained by Judge Van Dyke yesterday, 
and leave to amend was denied. The 
defendants in this action are directors 
of the Big Rock Creek Irrigation Dis- 
trict, and these proceedings were 
brought to have them removed from 
office. | 

The demurrer to the complaint al- 
leged that the matter charged does not 
fall within section 772 of the Penal 
Code, but rather within section 758. 
The former section provides for a case 
where the officer has been guilty of 
charging and collecting illegal fees for 
services rendered, or the _ refusal 
and neglect perform official 
duties pertaining to his office... The re- 
fusal and neglect to perform official 
duties consists in knowingly, 
willfully and corruptly having 
done and performed certain mat- 
ters and things contrary to law. 
Such misconduct or misdemeanor 
in office is covered by section 758. Sec- 
tion 722 is a summary proceeding. The 
party charged is not entitled to a 
jury and no provision is made, as in 
the other case, entitling the defendant 
to the process of the court compelling 
the attendance of witnesses in his be- 
half. In re Curtis, 108 Cal. 661. 

The matter charged is a crime or 
public nse, and the policy of the 
law is that a criminal action shall be 
prosecuted in the name of the people 
and by the District Attorney, or officer 
selected for that purpose. The Consti- 
tution, article 1, section 13. Article 6, 
section 20. Penal Code, sections 15, 
z, and 688, Thurston vs. Clark, 107 

al. 

When the proceedings are for willful 
or corrupt misconduct in office, other 
than such as are mentioned in section 
772, they must be commenced by ac- 
cusation presented by a grand jury, as 
provided in section 758. 

It is only when the misconduct com- 
plained of consists in charging and 
collecting illegal fees or failure or neg- 
lect to perform the official duties im- 
posed upon the officer by law that the 
prosecution may be had upon the com- 
plaint of an individual. See also con- 
curring opinion of Justice De Haven in 
re Stow, 98 Cal. 590. 

“No case since Crossman vs. Lesher 
has been brought to the notice of the 
court overruling or qualifying the de- 
cision in that case; it must, therefore, 
be considered as controlling, particu- 
larly as it seems to be founded upon 
a correct construction of the Penal 
Code in question. The demurrer to the 
second amended complaint will be sus- 
tained, and, inasmuch as it cannot be 
amended to avoid the objection noted, 
leave to amend is denied.” 

Decisions of the same character were 
handed down in the cause of the peo- 
ple vs. Almind, and the same against 
en Trustees of the town of Long 
Beach. 


CHEURA RECOGNIZED. 


Hall Saw Him Flee from the Body 
of Ochoa. 
Francisco Cheura, charged with the 
murder of José Maria Ochoa, near Pas- 
adena, July 13, 1896, had his examina- 
tion before Justice Young yesterday, 
the prosecution being conducted by 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams. . 

The most important testimony was 
that given by Joseph Hall, a glazier 
of this city. On the afternoon of the 
day of the murder he went on horse- 
back to the foothills near }’asadena to 
shoot rabbits. He met with poor suc- 
cess, and concluded to return by the 
Arroyo Seco in the expectation of fird- 
ing game. Before he reached the 
bridge he heard some one calling, 
“Help! help! help!’ mingled with the 
barking of a dog. His first impression 
was that the dog had some animal at 
bay, and rode rapidly toward the out- 
cries and a cloud of dust kicked up in 
the road a few rods distant; suddenly 
his horse came to a standstill and a 
man ran toward him, but upon see- 
ing him, darted off in another 
direction; he watched him’ as he 
ran for 300 or 400 yards, thinking the 
fellow was “locoed.” Hall now started 
his horse ahead and had gone but a 
few feet, when the animal became thor- 
‘oughly alarmed and refused to proceed; 
looking ahead, he discovered a man 
lying in the road, face downward, but 
not completedly hidden from view. 

Hall now rode back to the house of 
a Mexican named Avila and reported 
that a murdered man lay in the road; 
Avila was unshitching his horses, and, 
after some delay, placed a rope around 
the neck of one of his horses and rvde 
back with him; as they went by the 
body he observed one of the man’s 
arms raise up and down two or three 
times, and asked Avila if he thought 
the man was killed, to which he re- 
plied, “Oh, he is dead all right, and I 
know who killed him; he is a good 
friend of mine!’ 

Hall was asked if he woul4 know 
the man that he saw running from the 
body if he was to see\him again, and 


answered that he would, as the fellow | 


passed within fifteen feet of him, look- 
ing him full in the face before darting 
away. He now pointed at Cheura and 
declared that he was the man.

Ochoa, who are badly wanted as wit- 
nesses by the prosecution. 


LOPEZ 18 ON TRIAL. 


First Cause in Los Angeles County 
on Preliminary Testimony. 

The trial of Manuel Lopez, charged 
with murdering Alvarado near Wil- 
mington, was in progress before Judge 
Smith and a jury yesterday and will 
be concluded today. 

Something new in the criminal prac- 
tice: of this county has been introduced 
in this trial, the cause going to the 
court and jury on the testimony taken 
before Justice Downing of Wilmington 
township at the preliminary examina- 
tion. Deputy District Attorney Holton 
conducted that prosecution on behalf 
of the people. 

The present prosecution is being con- 
ducted by Deputy District Attorney 
McComas. He occupied the witness 
box throughout yesterday in reading 
from the voluminous transcript and 
Vistening to his own voice and occa- 
sional objections from defendant’s 
‘counsel, 

The proceedings were extremely tire- 
some and nothing sensational has 
been developed. It appears that the 
deceased had been drinking and was 
quarrelsome. Lopez requested him to 
let him alone, saying he did not want to 
quarrel; he started off and the man ran 
after him and when he grabbed him, a 
scuffle ensued; the murdered man fell 
in the street, and exclaimed that his 
intestines had been cut out. The cut- 
ting was done with a pair of shears, 
the man having been engaged in shear- 
ing sheep. . 

Defendant's counsel claim the shears 
were taken away from the deceased by 
Lopez and used in self-defense. 

All admit that the evidence is con- 
tradictory: some of the witnesses had 
been drinking wine and could tell but 
little about the fracas. 


HE HAD TWO WIVES. 


Judge York Annals the Thurston 
Matrimonial Bonds. 

The marriage of Edith A. Thurston 
and Orlin F. Thurston was annulled 
in Judge York’s court yesterday. 

Thurston claims that when he mar- 
ried the plaintiff in this action, he did 
not know that he then had a wife liv- 
ing, believing that she had already se- 
cured a divorce from him. 

Mr. and Mrs. Thurston lived together 
about a vear before this discovery 
was made: they immediately separated 
and Mrs. Thurston began proceedings 
for annulment of the unholv bonds. 
They were married in San Francisco, 
but are said to have resided in this city 
for some months. 


ANOTHER DAMAGE SUIT. 


Injury by Blasting at Broadway and 
Sand Streets. 

T. Murphy and Mrs. T. Murphy have 
filed an action against D. F. Donegan 
for $5000 damages alleged to have been 
sustained by reason of the explosion of 
a blast at Broadway and Sand streets 
August 24, 1894.

THE PRICE OF SILVER. 


Advocates ofefree, unrestricted and 
independent coinage attempt to main- 
tain the proposition that the great de- 
cline in the value of silver bullion dur- 
ing the past twenty-five years was due 
principally, if not wholly, to the act 
of February 12, 1873, otherwise known 
as “the crime of ’73.” By that act the 
séandard silver dollar was omitted from 
the list of United States coins, the trade 


| greatly reduced the cost of production 
during the past few years, and this ac- 
counts to a considerable extent for the 
vastly augmented output. It has been 
estimated that silver can be taken out 
at as low a price as 15 to 20 cents per 
ounce. Whether this be true or not, 
there is, undoubtedly, a considerable 
margin for further depreciation before 
a point is reached where silver-mining 
would not pay profits. 

Are the American people prepared 
to commit the superlative folly of ty- 
ing their monetary system to this de- 


| preciating standard and following it 


into the depths of repudiation and 
bankruptcy? 


A GRAVE POSSIBILITY. 


The Chicago Chronicle (Democratic) 
draws attention to a fact that may 
cut a large figure when President Cleve- 


dand is obliged to make, as he prob- 


ably will, another issue of bonds to 
maintain the treasury reserve. The 
Chronicle says: 

“Everybody knows, of course, that 
the President would not hesitate for 
& moment to dispose of more bonds 
under the circumstances supposed if 
he could. But it is not so certain that 
he could. There is an important limi- 
tation upon his power to issue bonds. 
He can issue to any amount that may 
be nécessary provided he disposes of 
the bonds at not less than par. But 
he has no power to dispose of a sin- 
gle bond below par. In the case sup- 
posed it might not be possible to sell 
even the 5 per cent. bonds—those bear- 
ing the highest authorized rate of 
interest—at par in gold. The bonds 
are payable in ‘coin’ by the terms of 
the law authorizing them, and people 
would hardly be able to give $1000 
in gold for $1000 bonds which by the 
supposition was in imminent danger 
of becoming payable, principal and in- 


dollar being substituted for it. It is 


* persistently claimed by silverites that 


the act referred to was the prime cause 
of the decline in the value of silver, 
and upon this contention is based 
three-fourths of their arguments for 
free silver coinage. 

This assumption of the silverites is 
a fundamental error. As there prem- 
ises are based upon error, their de- 
ductions from those premises must 
necessarily be wrong. 

The act of 1873, while it may have 
had some slight effect in depressing the 
price of silver bullion, did not exert 
an important influence in that direc- 
tion. In point of fact, it opened the 
Way to an extensive use of silver by 
authorizing the coinage of the trade 
dollar. And during the five years fol- 
lowing the alleged “crime” of 1873 


were coined. These trade dollars 
absorbed four times as much silver as 
had been coined into standard silver 
dollars during the entire eighty years 
preceding, or sincé the establishment 
of the United States mint. In other 
words, nearly as much silver was 
coined into trade dollars in each of the 
‘years from 1873 to 1878 as had been‘ 
coined during the entire eighty years 
preceding. It is altogether probable 
that more silver was coined into dol- 
lars by reason of the alleged “crime” 
of 1873 than would have been coined 
had the old law remained in force. 
In 1878 the Bland-Allison law went 
into effect, which provided for the still 
larger use of silver. | 

The real cause of the depreciation in 

the value of silver is a commercial rea- 
son—vastly increased production. The 
world’s annual average production of 
silver from 1851 to 1860 was 13.1 mil- 
lion ounces. During the period from 
1866 to 1870 it had increased to 27 mil- 
lion ounces; from 1881 to 1885 it rose 
to 72 million ounces; in 1887 it was 75 
million ounces; in 1893 it had reached 
140 million ounces; and the estimated 
product of 1896 is about 190 million 
ounces. 
_ The depreciation in the value of sil- 
ver bullion has steadily kept pace with 
the increased production, year by year. 
The inexorable law of supply and de- 
mand governs this matter, and is more 
potent than all legislation in determin- 
ing the price of silver. Legislation, in 
fact, is powerless to reverse the usages 
of commerce, though it may modify 
them. in some cases. 

The adoption of free and unlimited 
coinage by the United States would, 
perhaps, advance, somewhat, the price 
of silver bullion, by creating, tem- 
porarily, an increased demand for it. 
But the effect would be only tem- 
porary. An enhancement of the value 
of silver bullion would greatly stimu- 

and this in turn 
would tend to depress the price. Our 
“standard” dollar of 371% grains might 
be worth perhaps 60 or 70 cents at the 
outset under free coinage; but its 
course would be’ steadily downward, at 


least until apoint was reached at which . 


terest, in 1000 silver dollars worth 
possibly not more than $500 in gold.” 


In one of his speeches, after his 
nomination by the Chicago convention, 
Mr. Bryan said: “The rich are always 
able to protect themselves against the 
evil®effects of inflation or repudiation, 
because they make it a part of their bus- 
iness to word their contracts in such a‘ 
way as to insure protection for their 
interests. It is always the poor man 
who gets the worst of it when a change 
is made in the wrong way in the finan- 
cial or revenue systems of the coun- 
try.” This is another case of a man 
saying what he did not mean to say. 
What Mr. Bryan meant to say and 
what he did say are as different as day 
and night. It so happened, however, 
that he unconsciously uttered a great 
truth in saying “that when a change 
is made in the wrong way in the 
financial or revenue systems of the 
country it is always the poor man 
who gets the worst of it.” That is 
just what the poor man got when the 
present Democratic administration 
made the change in the revenue sys- 
tem, in the abrogation of the McKin- 
ley tariff, and it is just what the poor 
man will get again if, by any accident, 
the existing financial system of the 
country were changed to free silver 
coinage. 


Sir Charles Dilke fills about the same 
place in England’s political history as 
does Mr. Breckinridge in ours (Mr. 
Breckinridge’s initials are W. C., and, 
like Shakespeare’s rose, “he would 
smell as sweet by any other name.”’) 
Sir Charles has recently been taken 
with an attack of “dumb ague” by the 
discovery that England is in imminent 
danger of having her colonial system 
broken up by an alliance between Ger- 
many, France and Russia. A distin- 
guished British officer named Adye, has 
been looking over the field, and finds 
that England’s active force, outside the 
native troops in India, is only 221,000 
in time of peace, as against 250,000 dur- 
ing the Crimean war. Either France 
or Germany could mobilize three times 
that many men at a day’s notice, and 
raise three millions within thirty days, 
while England would be compelled to 
resort to conscription, which is a con- 
dition under which English soldiers

The total number .of electors, as 
fixed by the Constitution, is equal to 
the whole number of Senators and 
Representatives, in Congress. There 
are 357 members in the House of Rep- 
resentatives and the Senate has a 
membership of 90.

Value of Our Minerals. 


(New York Mail and Express:) It is 
a matter of no little interest at this time 
to ascertain the relative commercial 
value of the principal mineral products 
of the United States. The official sta- 
tistics on this subject for 1895 afford 
the basis for the following list in the 
order of relative importance: 

Pig iron ee 105,100,000 
Anthracite coal 82,000, 
Petroleum 
Gold from American mines.. 47,000 
Copper from American mines. 38,600 
Building stone 34,600, 
Sliver, value 
Natural gas

It seems that the aggregate value of 
our mineral products last year was 
about $582,000,000. In this list of ten 
items, silver constitutes less than one- 
eighteenth of the total value. The one 
item of pig iron represents three times 
the value of the silver production, and 
silver becomes insignificant when com- 
pared with coal; still no one clamors for 
the free coinage of either pig iron or 
coal, Even copper is ahead of the 
“white metal.” 

So it seems that the pig-iron men, the 
coal men and copper men have even a 
better right to demand that their re- 
Spective metals be made the money 
standard of the country than have the 
silver men,

Conflicting Interests Compel Re- 
ceivership for Mt. Lowe Railway. 
The efforts to adjust the affairs of 

the Mt. Lowe Railway Company with- 

out resort to the courts have at length 
proved unsuccessful, and the road will 
probably pass into the hands of receiv- 
ers today. 
The compact entered into by the cred- 

‘itors four weeks ago provided ‘that no 

legal proceedings should be commenced 

by any of them provided 90 per cent. 
of the claims would join in the pro- 
posed arrangements. The Creditors’ 

Committee assumed control of the road, 

hoping to get enough of the creditors to 


sign the agreement.to make it a suc-, 
cess, but in this they failed. The as- 


sent of the required 90 per cent. of 
claims was not obtained. .Prof. Lowe 
then brought forward his scheme out- 
lined in The Times of July 24, for re- 
funding the floating and bonded in- 
debtedness of the road. But many 


‘deemed this plan impracticable, end 


for several days it has been growing 
more and more apparent that a receiv- 
ership would be inevitable. } 

The crisis was precipitated when it 
was discovered that some one was se- 
cretly buying up the unsecured labor 
claims against the company. As this 
was thought to indicate breakers ahead, 
the Creditors’ Committee determined to 
forestall any hostile action &nd° them- 
selves institute legal proceedings. <Ac- 
cordingly, at their request, an attach- 
ment against. the Mt. Lowe Railway 
was filed in the Superior Court Mon- 
day afternoon by Craig, Stuart & Co., 
whose claim, amounting to $3300, was 
for supplies furnished to the Echo 
House. The programme was 
to confess judgment yesterday morn- 
ing in this attachment suit and then 
ask the appointment of a_ receiver. 
When court opened the attorneys for 
Prof. Lowe and one of the bondhold- 
ers appeared and asked for a ten-days’ 
stay\of proceedings, and. this was 
granted. 

Conferences between the conflicting 
interests were then held and an agree- 
ment was finally reached yesterday af- 
ternoons It was decided that three re- 
ceivers should be appointed, and that 
the interests of Prof. Lowe should be 
represented by W..C. Patterson, the 
bondholders by_C.

Both are said to have been inmates 
of Whittier at one time and Hector is 
said to have served a term in the peni- 
tentiary for burglary. | 

Williams was employed in Tsaacs’ 
store and slept in his employer’s house. 
From investigations made by the de- 
tectives it is thought that Williams 
and Hector conspired to rob the house 
and that Williams left the window open 
yesterday morning so that Hector could 
get in. Williams accompanied the 
family to town to avoid suspicion. 

Soon after ‘Hector was arrested, Wil- 
liams was also taken into custody and 
four other members of their gang were 
locked up pending an investigation of 
their actions. 

It is now thought that Hector was 
implicated in the robbery of a house on 
Aliso street last Sunday.

ALONG THE LINE. 


Green San Diego lemons sell for 1% 
cents a pound. 


Six soldiers from the army post at San 
Diego sailed to the Coronado Islands, 
about fifteen miles off the harbor, the 
other day. They carried 22-calibre rifles. 
Landing on one of these barren, rocky 
islands they found it literally covered 
with rattlesnakes of all sizes. They shot 
between 100 and 200 of the reptiles and 
brought the skins and rattles back to 
their quarters as proofs of their valor 
among snakes. Thousands of rattlers 
abound on these islands. 


Not content with the many languages 
now spoken, a Southern California man 
has gone to Mexico to gather’ together 
the remnants of the Otomi language and 
prepare a dictionary. It does seem as 
if, had this language-seeking Califor- 
nian attended the Populist and Demo- 
cratic conventions, he would have been 
satisfied that we already have a suffi- 
cient variety-of languages in our midst 
without importing Otomi. And the way 
in which English was murdered at the 
conventions was enough to impel any 
self-respecting linguist to become a 
grammatical home missionary on the 
spot.

Judge Van Dyke has handed down an 
important decision in the matter of an 
action of. the people against the direc-.

Gen. Pierce called attention to the 
evident fact that the new quarters were 
entirely inadequate to the club’s neces- 
sities, and moved that a committee be 
appointed to'seeure more commodious 
rooms.

Judge Lucien Shaw was called upon 
for an address, and responded with a 
short and telling argument, defining the 
apparent issue :of the campaign, and 
dealing some sledge-hammer blows, in 
support of sound money as opposed to 
flat coinage. 

“Several months ago, in a public ad-. 
dress,” said the speaker, “I advised 
people to take care only to see that 
they secured the right sort of a nomi- 
nee for President, believing then that 
there was but one issue, the tariff, and 
supposing that all men of intelligence 
would unite in favor of the same. The 
present state of affairs only illustrates 
the fallibility of human foresight. The 
currency question has forced itself to 
the front, the Democrats have swal- 
lowed the Populists, and we are to have 
a new deal all around. This silver 
craze, for it is in reality a craze, is 
but another form of the cheap money 
heresies which have at several periods 
in the history of the past twenty years, 
possessed some of the people of this 
country. The ‘flat money’ idea was one 


of the forms of this craze, and the free 


silver notion is another. 

“Every one knows that the silver 
dollar of this country, while equal in 
value to a gold dollar, has only about 
50 cents’ worth of silver in it. ‘The 
government is able, under existing 
conditions, to maintain the value of 
this silver dollar, so that it pass for 
100 cents. With free coinage of silver 
it could not do that, nor could any na- 
tion on earth. With free coinage, a 
silver dollar would be practically worth 
what it would’ bring in the market, as 
bullion. Your debts, for the most part 
would ' have to be paid in gold, and you 
would pay two dollars’ worth of silver 
and a broker’s percentage added for one 
dollar’s worth of gold, with which to 
settle your obligations. Your 
would be paid in silver, worth one-half 
or less of its face value. That's what 
free coinage of silver means, stripped 
of its pretensions and robbed of the 
glamour with which smooth-tongued 
orators surround it.”

BANKERS AND BORROWERS. 
‘There is complaint among would-be 
borrowers in Los Angeles that banks 
are more than usually particular about 
making loans, and that, in fact, it is 
almost impossible for the average bor- 
rower to obtain accommodation just at 
present, unless he can get several good 
indorsements. In discussing the money 
situation at the recent national con- 
vention of the New York State Bank- 
ers’ Association, President J. G. Can- 
non: gave some good advice to the 
bankers. His remarks are reported by 
Bradstreet’s as follows: 

“He said that, too frequently, when 
a tradesman or a farmer goes to his 
banker to secure a joan, he is met with 
a refusal, on the ground that there isa 
scarcity of money, or he is informed 
that, because of the scarcity Of money, 


he must pay a high rate of interest. 


This, he said, is a poor policy to pur- 
sue, especially if moncy is not scarce. 
The banker should rather carefully 
study the conditions that surround his 
customers, and when refusing ad- 
vanees should frankly and honestly 
give his reasons for so doing. If a 
farmer, for instance, is raising only 
one crop, and that crop likely to fail, 
thus obliging his banker to wait for 
his money an entire year, he should be 
advised by the bank at maturity. Or 
if a merchant is selling to a class of 
trade in a community that Is undesir- 
able. he should be cautioned and ad- 
vised regarding this whole subject. In 
other words. Mr. Cannon continued, 
the banker should be looked upon by 
his clients the same as a good family 
physician is looked upon by his pa- 
tients, and there should exist between 
them the utmost confidence.”

DEPRESSION N DRY GOODS 
BUSINESS. The report of the H. B. 
Claffiin Co., the great New York whole- 
sale dry goods house, for the half year 


‘ending June 30, 1896, is interesting as 


portraying the conditions ruling in the 


dry goods trade during hte first half of | 
the year. After paying dividends at) 


the rate of 5 per cent. on the $2,600,300 
of first preferred stock, and at the rate 
of 6 per cent. on the $2,570,600 of sec- 
ond preferred, the surplus for the 


of 1 per cent.. as against 5.67 per cent. 
in the preceding six months. After 
paying the half-yearly 3 per cent. on 
the common stock, therefore, the sur- 
plus is now reduced about as much as 
it was increased in the autumn of 1895. 


MILLIONS OF MATCHES. The Dia- 
mond Match Company, which has about 
all the wholesale egr--ers tied up with 
contracts in such as..2pe that they are 
unable to handle the goods of any other 
firm, has opposition which may hreak 
it. The millions of Edwin Gould, who 
owns the Continental Match Company, 
have been turned against the trust, and 
the conflict is waging very bitterly. 
The Grocery World recently published 
the following in regard to the big fight 
that is now in progress between these 
match companies: 

“The Diamond Company practically 
refuses to sell its matches to any 
wholesaler handling Continental 
matches, and this has done much to 
keep the jobbers in line. Mr. Gould has 
met this, however, by buying large 
quantities of the Diamond Company's 
matches and selling them to the jobbers 
cut off by the trust. 

“The purchase of this supply of Dia- 
mond brand matches has been going 
on during the past twelve months, and 
is said to have accumulated to such

OPENING FOR IRON WORKS. In 
connection with the movement on part 


advance the prosperity of the city by 
fncreasing the trade and manufactur- 
Ing resources, the importance of en- 
deavoring to establish iron works in Los 
Angeles should not be overlooked. The 
Commercial Bulletin, referring to the 
possibilities that lie in this direction, 
says: | 

‘We have in the hills within one hun- 
dred and fifty miles of this city iron 
ore as good as any that exists. It is 
easy of access by merely building shart 
spur lines from the main line of rail- 
road, but something more is needed. 
To utilize this ore wemust have a cheap 
fuel. For smelting purposes oil will 
not do, and the coal here is of inferior 
quality and it is impossfble to import 
coke. But in Southwest Utah there 
lie extensive beds of excellent coal. 
These deposits lie nearer to Los Ange- 
les than the Virginia coal beds or 
Pennsylvania coke is to Chicago. And 
yet coke is delivered in Chicago for 
$2.50, while here if the Utah coal could 
be delivered for even $5 per ton it 
would be possible to make pig iron in 
Los Angeles for $13 per ton. At that 
price we could control the trade of the 
Pacific Coast, which, while not very 
large, is important when it is remem- 
bered that we could compete with 
either Chicago or Pittsburgh. After 
the pig iron is made then the cheap 
fuel afforded by oil would serve to de- 
velop the many industries which have 
pig iron as their base.”

Watormelons, 6.00@12.00 per hundred, 
San Francisco Wine Market. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—The situation 
in the local wine market is at present the 
theme of much anxious speculation. Those 
who have wine to sell claim that the heavy 
losses in the grape crop this year will so 
affect the wine product that there will be 
very little available for export. They are 
consequently raising prices and making de- 
mands that greatly disturb the ‘exporters. 
On the other hand, those who wish to buy 
wine insist that the partial failure of the 
grape crop has in reality been a benefit to 
the wine men, as it will allow them to dis- 
pose of their old stock at figures which could 
never have been commanded under ordinary 
conditions. While buyers and seilers are 
discussing the condition of affairs from an- 
tagonistic points of view, a quiet but im- 
portant investigation in reference to exports 
and adulterations is in progress. It will be 
remembered that recent reports from all parts 
of the State showed that the grape crop of 
California had suffered severely from the 
frost. A careful and extremely systematic 
investigation showed that the crop this year 
will not be more than one-half what it was 
last year. This means that the wine product 
of this year will be relatively in the same 
proportion to that of last year. At first 
glance this condition of affairs was looked 
upon as an extremely bad one for the wine 
men. Reports of their prospective losses 
were given the widest circulation, but those 
who have reason to be well informed declared 
that the reports were given currency simply 
to influence the market. Prices advanced and 
the buyers of wine began to grumble. They 
claimed to know that most of the wine men 
were well stocked, and looked upon the dis- 


With a small supply this year they will be 
able to get rid of their stock, and prevent a 
dangerous over-supply. It was argued that 
they could well afford to sell their wine at 
normal prices without trying to secure a dou- 
ble advantage. In full sympathy with the 
first reports was a second series, in which it 
was said that the demand of the home mar- 
ket would be so great. that comparatively 
little would be left for the export trade. 
This announcement, as @ matter of course, 
led to a further increase in prices. Another 
phase of the affair that is exciting consider- 
able interest at present is that relating to 
the alleged reimportation of California wines 
under the guise of celebrated French wines. 
This practice has been know# to exist for 
many years, but it has been receiving unusual 
attention of lata Some of the prominent 
wine men of the city have been ing inde- 
pendent investigations, and have discovered 
enough to convince them that great quanti-

REDLANDS. 
The Domestic Water Suit Goes 
Against the City. 


REDLANDS, July 28.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The second suit to annul 
the water rates established by the Cit 
Trustees, was decided late popday af- 
ternoon by Judge Campbell of the Su- 
perior Court against the city. 

In this case the same points of law 
were involved as in the first suit. The 
Redlands, Lugonia and Crafton Do- 
mestic Water Company, which, at the 
very founding of the town, laid an ex- 
tensive system of pipes at a vost of 
about $300,000, was operated for a few 
years at a loss, but finally got to a 
point where it was dble to pay a divi- 


At that time, in fixing the water rates 
for the year, the Trustees made sev- 
eral reductions and imposed a rule that 
the company must furnish meters to all 
who preferred water at meter rates, 
The company contested the rates on the 
Ere that they would not provide 
or the just income to which it was en- 
titled under the law. The statement 
made by the Trustees was investigated 
by Judge Campbell, and he held that 
the new rates would give the company 
an income of $800, that it was the prov- 
ince of the Trustees and not of the 
court to determine what a just compen- 
sation was, and he therefore decided 
in favor of the city. At that trial the 
company attempted to show hat $5000 
a year for wear and tear on the plant 
was not in the statement before the 
court, but as it was not in the state- 
ment furnished the Trustees, Judge 
Campbell refused to admit it in evi- 
dence. The company appealed the 
case on the ground that the Judge had 
erred in accepting as a just income 
$800 on an investment of ,000. No 
decision has been given by the Supreme 
Court on that appeal, 

Meanwhile another year came around 
and the Trustees were again called on 
to fix rates. The company presented 
a statement similar to that of the pre- 
vioys year, except that it added to the 
annual expense $5000 for wear and tear 
on the plant. 

The Trustees then established the 
rates of the year before, which, ac- 
cording to the company’s: statement, 
would entail a loss of $4200 on the com- 
pany, depending on showing that the 
company’s statement was ingorrect. 

Judge Campbell held the statement 
of the company to be correct and can- 
celled the entire list of rates. 

Whether or not the city will appeal 
the case is not known. An appeal would

The unfortunate young man is the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. N. F. Axelson of 
this city, and a brother of Mrs. G. P. 
Hill. He lived here until recently, 
working with his two older brothers, 
Gus and Charles, in their machine 
shop until the same was-_ sold, and 
then he went to San Bernardino, where 
he worked in the shops until a reduc- 
tion of the force of workmen let him 
out. Then he started East, and was 
last heard of in Nevada. It is pre- 
sumed that he was traveling on east- 
ward in search of lucrative employ- 
ment. 

Later in the day a copy of the above 
telegram was received by G. A. Har- 
lin, secretary of the local order of the 
Maccabees. Both the Sheriff and Mr. 
Harlin telegraphed Mr. Bancroft for 
additional details of the accident, but 
no further word has been had from him. 
Gus Axelson, an older brother of Lin- 
coln, arrived in Santa Ana this after- 
noon from Los Angeles. He had tel- 
egraphed Mr. Bancroft, but up to the 
present time had had no further tid- 
ings of or from his brother. It was at 
first thought that Bancroft was the 
Chief of Police in Salt Lake, but it is 
now believed that he is, perhaps, a rail- 
road conductor, or some employé of the 
railroad, and was, perhaps, not known 
at the telegraph office. This be- 
lieved to be the reason for no answer 
coming to the dispatchs that have been 
sent from here and from Los Angeles.

SACCOCIO’S TRIAL.

UNCLE SAM'S REVENUES. 


HE WANTS A MONOPOLY OF THE 
MAIL BUSINESS... 


Superintendent Beamer’s Circular on 
R.R.B. Mail—General Managers 
of Western Lines Discuss Grain 
Rates at Chicago—Western Ex- 
cursions. 


The railroad authorities see that the 
United States postoffice department 
meant business when it announced that 
the regulations against the carrying of 
mail matter by the railroads, without 
having it pass through the postoffice, 
must be strictly enforced. This viola- 
tion of the postal regulations of course 
means financial loss to the government. 
Superintendent Beamer of the South- 
ern California has issued a circular to 
railroad employés, announcing that the 
regulations must be obeyed, in so far 
that henceforth the only mail matter 
that can be carried unstamped is that 
which appertains strictly to the busi- 
ness of the road and communications 
from one employé of the road to some 
other, reports, etc. 

The regulations say the only mail 
matter which railroads can carry thus, 
unstamped, is that which appertains 
to the particular train on which it is 
carried or some part of its cargo. 
There is still friction because of this 


regulation, for most railroads have not 
conformed in spirit and letter thereto. 


GENERAL MANAGERS. 
CHICAGO, July 28.—The general man- 


agers of the western lines met today 
for the purpose of taking some action 
calculated to stiffen grain rates, but 
they had poor success. While the meet- 
ing was in session it was announced 
the Missouri Pacific had reduced the 
rates between the Missouri and Mis- 
sippi rivers to 4 cents and that the 
Great Western had taken another slice 
out of the rates between Kansas City 
and Chicago by reducing the rate to 
7 cents, a cut of 2 cents. This reduc- 
tion goes into effect at once.

VALLEY ROAD PROGRESS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—Track- 
laying is being pushed on the San Joa- 
quin Valley Railroad south from a 
point ten miles from the San’ Joaquin 
River.
